f. March 26.—The organ- 


ization of the new Spanish minibtry 
formed yesterday is beinj? watched 
with interest by officials and diplo- 
mats here, owing to the direct and 
speedy effect it will have on affairs be- 
tween the United States and Spain. 
Official advices received here state that 
every member of it is conservative. 
This is directly contrary to cable re- 
ports saying that five of the new min- 
isters were liberals. 
The effect of this 


will be far more sweeping in change of 
officers, including foreign ministers, 
and the tadoption of a new policy in 
domestic affairs. 


It is known that the entire diplo- 


matic service of Spain, with three ex- 
ceptions, will be changed. The ex- 
ceptions will be the embassies at Ber- 
lin, St. Petersburg and the Vatican. 
These three ambassadors have occu- 
pied the anomalous positions of be- 
ing conservatives in office during a 
Liberal administration, just as a few 
of President Harrison's diplomatic ap- 
pointees have held over during the 
present administration. The Spanish 
diplomats serving in Great Britain, 
Austria, Prance, Italy and other lead- 
ing places, including, of course, the 
United States, ars liberals, and are cer 
tain to tender their resignations. 
It 


is believed that in a majority of cases 
they have already done so. 


Another change sure to follow wil 


be in the captain-generalship of Cuba 
He is always chosen from Spain, ant 
not from Cuba, and belongs to the 
party of the ministry. 
The presen 


captain-general is a liberal, so that hi 
resignation is regarded as a certainty 
and it is thought quite probable b 
officials here that he has alread 
tendered it. His retirement at thi 
critical time in the affairs of the island 
it is believed, will have an importan 
effect on the Cuban situation. It is ej 
pectcd here that the new captain-gen 
eral will share the radical sentimen 
of the new ministry, which is said t 
be in favor of crushing the revolutio 
in short order. His presence in Cub 
is likely to be accompanied by heav 
reinforcements of Spanish troops an 
materials of war.

iogton are to the effect that the cabinet 
cannot agree and that even Gresham 
and the president cannot agree on a for 
eign policy that the present conditions 
so much demand. 


WE are told that the Democratic nom 


inee is very popular ,because he was 
several times elected to the city council 
from a strong Republican ward. But 
those who make the claim for him do 
not tell the whole truth. 
When Mr. 


Scanlan was elected there were no part} 
nominations, and Mr, Scanlan made his 
campaigns among Democrats by appeal- 
ing to their Democracy and insisting 
they should stand by him because he 
was a Democrat, while he told Republi 
cans there was no politics in his candi 
dacyand he was running as an inde 
pendent; and they also forget to tell that 
as soon as there was a majority of Dem- 
ocrats elected to the council by that kind 
of trickery Mr. Scanlan was one of 
the gentlemen who boasted of the fact 
and claimed the city was Democratic. 
The next year after the Democrats made 
that boast straight paity tickets were 
put in the field and Mr. Scanlan was de 
feated for alderman, and has never been 
a candidate since until the present time 
He is now playing his old tricks among 
Republicans, making the claim that 
there is no politics in a city election 
He will probably find out there is, should 
he happen to be elected, just as he did 
when he found the Democrats in a ma 
jority in the city council. 


Ante-Election Pledges. 


Here is what W. H. Starr, president of 


the Municipal Club, said about ante- 
election pledges in hia speech officially 
notifying William Traver of his nomi 
nation by the club for mayor:

GOOD JUDGMENT THAT HAS CHARACTER- 
IZED YOU IN THE SMALLER. 


The reader will bear in mind that this 


was no accidental statement, but was 
well studied by Mr. Starr, was previously 
written and read deliberately to Mr. 
Traver. Coming as it does, in this pre- 
arranged and studied manner from the 
president of the club, it is fair to assume 
that it reflects the opinion of the club as 
well as the speaker. Mr. Traver knew 
he was nominated by the club and a 
speech was not necessary to notify him 
of that fact The speech was made to 
give the public the views of the club. 


We give Mr. Starr credit for honesty 


in this utterance about pledges. It is 
also good sense. There hu never been 
a time in the hktory of American poli- 


tics, when a pledging candidate hmanotj 
proved himself a fraud, and there has 
never been a time when the weaker, the 
east deserving, the most unreliable, 
gnorant, dishonest and corrupt candi-; 
date did not make the most specific 
jledgee. Mr. Starr knows this from ex- 
perience and ijhat IB the reason he spoke 
as he did. 


Another evidence of Mr. Starr's hon- 


esty in this matter lies in the fact that 
IB knew, when he notified Mr. Traver of 
lis nomination that there was no more 
possibility of hie election than though 
10 had never been nominated. He knew 
that in case the Democrats made a 
nomination, 
either 
the 
Democratic 


or Republican 
nominee for 
mayor 


would be elected. Under such condi- 
tions a dishonest man, or a political 
demagogue, would have insisted that 
the people were entitled to all the 
pledges they might demand. He would 
lave, bad he been inclined to that sort 
of politics, dissembled in that way to 
trouble the other parties.

It is not 
honest reform he wants, but satisfaction 
for his spite. This is why he tries to 
drag in candidates for mayor. He wants 
to use them to get even with the gam 
biers. 


He says Candidate Traver has pledged 


himself to do this. He has done noth- 
ing of the kind 
He simply stated in 


his speech of acceptance that publit 
gaming houses shall be suppressed. He 
could not carry out this pledge if he 
were major of a city unless he had a 
council to support him, but he failed to 
make this qualification. This is the 
trouble with all ante-election pledges 
and that is the reason they are always 
so unsatisfactory to the people after 
such candidates are elected. This is 
the reason experienced and strong men 
will not, even for the sake of election, 
make pledges to everybody who has an 
"ax to grind," as the editor of the H. D. 
has 


The man of experience who knows the 


difficulties every one in public life is 
compelled to meet, with due regard for 
himself, his party and hie word, promises, 
as the choice of his party to do the beet 
he can under the conditions with which 
he is confronted. This is precisely what 
the Republican candidate for mayor did 
when he consented to tha use of his 
name.

PROFOUND REGRET 


The General Feeling at the Ass*s- 


ain'B Attack on the 


VENERABLE CHINESE DIPLOMAT LI. 


What Effect it Will Have on the Peace 


Negotiations Will Depend Upon the 


Result of Ha Wound—Fos- 


ter's Friend. Fearful. 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—No official 


confirmation of the attempted assas- 
sination of Li Hung Chanf? has been 
received at either the Chinese or the 
Japanese legations. The general feel- 
ing here is one of profound regret that 
this venerable Chinese diplomat should 
have fallen a victim to a fanatic's bul- 
let. Its effect upon the peace nego- 
tiations cannot be determined, for 
much will depend upon the result. 
Should U recover after a short 
illness, the only result, it is believed 
would be to delay a settlement of 
peace. Should he die, ft postponement 
of the peace negotiations for a number 
of weeks is regarded as inevitable. So 
great is the confidence of the Japanese 
envoys and the Japanese people as 
well, in Li's ability to 
further 


a settlement of peace, that 
his 


death would 
make it difficult to 


secure another envoy on the part of 
China who would be equally accepta- 
ble to Japan, or who, it is believed, 
would so easily bring the negotiations 
to a successful close. 


Li is 73 years of age, and at his ad- 


vanced age men do not recover readily 
from serious wounds. Li has been in 
feeble health for many months 


The punishment which Li's assassin, 


Koyoma, will receive, will be both 
speedy and severe. 
In the present 


case, the attack upon Li, who is the 
direct representative of the emperor of 
China, is tantamount to an attack on 
the emperor himself, and will, foi this 
reason, be severely dealt with. 


The friends of Mr. John W. Poster 


in this city are greatly disturbed over 
the shooting of Li Hung Chang, since 
it is feared that he may have met a 
similar fate 
The absence of any 


dispatches to this effect, however, 
would indicate 
that 
no 
attempt 


has been made upon his life, and 
the btringent measures which the 
authorities w ill adopt from now until 
the conclusion of the peace negoia- 
tious negative the belief that any in- 
jury may result in the future either to 
Mr. Foster or to the members of Li's 
suite. 


The report here that China will not 


consent tc a cession of any part of her 
territory as one of the conditions of 
peace, is not believed to be correct 


Ll Hung Chang's Wound la Good Condi- 


tion. 


LONDON, March 26 —A dispatch from 


Tokiotothe Central News says that 
Dr Sato, the surgeon in attendance 
upon Li Hung Chang, has telegraphed 
to the emperor that the Chinese en- 
voy's wound is in good condition and 
that there is no anxiety regarding the 
result 
LI Hung Chang's assailant, 


the dispatch says, is believed to be in- 
sane. 


[LI HUNG CHANG'S CONDITION.

THE WALLER CASE

partment, no official information has 
been received concerning the case of 
ex-Consul Waller, convicted and sen- 
tenced for comnheity in the plot to 
overthiow the French in Madagascar. 
This lack of advices is considered as 
very strange and cannot be accounted 
for. 


While the case is by no means so 


likely to lead to serious results as the 
other matters concerning foreign af-

After having thoroughly enjoyed Toy 


surprise and exclamations of delight, 
my host escorted me to another part <of 
Hiis domain and ga.ve me an objccties- 
son in tho development of the coffee 
plant. First he-pointed out the cdlor 
of the soil, a "deep red, produced'by 
chemical action. Technically this red 
clay is known as terra roxa. Deep hcfles 
are dxig- in this tortile ground, and in 
these are planted a. number of care- 
fully selected cofceo beans. When the 
seed sends out sprouts, the tender planl 
is covered with otirn stalks to protect il 
from the burning suns or occasional 
cold winds; or else ricinus trees, which 
frrow so quickly as to remind one o: 
Jack's beanstalk, ,are planted along-side 
the precious shootls. When the plant is 
two years old it is-transplanted to the 
coffee hill where it must be carefully 
protected from weeds. 


In the fifth year the planter "begins 


to reap some of .the rewards of bis 
labor. The plants .are covered wifib. 
large white blossoms. These eventual 
ly mature into green berries, which, 
still later, change into red and finally 
into a brownish black. 
The berries 


are invariably in pairs, closely attaehct 
to the twig on which they grow, anc 
each contains two beans. 
The harves 


occurs in May and June. 
The first 


picking- is conducted with great care 
only the red berries being' removed 
from the trees. The second picking- 
more informal.

TBE AFFAIRS OF THE WHISKY TRUST. 


A Discrepancy ot Nearly Two Million 


Dollars »nd Effort* to Hide It by 


Erasures Discovered, and the 


Work but Jutt Begun. 


CHICAGO, March 30.—A partial re- 


port of the experts appointed by the 
court* to examine into the affairs of 
the Whisky trust was made public 
yesterday and shows a discrepancy of

EXECUTIONER'S SECRET. 


Notable InitanoM of Condemned M» 
Were Uracced. 


Military men hare been recalling 


some reminiscences in connection with 
the degrading of ex-Capt Dreyfus, 
aays a Paris correspondent 
Lieut 


Eymard, for instance, who had charge 
of certain details relative to the execu- 
tions which took place at Versailles in 
1871, 
has given some interesting and 


hitherto 
unpublished 
information 


about the last comments of Rossel, the 
engineer officer who joined the com- 
munists and was shot with other in- 
surgents on the plain of Satory. Ros- 
sel, who was known to be a brave man, 
showed unaccountable cowardice in 
the presence of death, and appeared to 
be almost fainting when he arrived at 
the place of execution. M. Eymard 
now gives an explanation of this, hav- 
ing kept tue secret for over twenty- 
three years. Had he divulged it before 
he would have probably been tried by 
court martial, but as the affair is now 
of very ancient date he has no hesita- 
tion in speaking. The lieutenant was 
promoted from the ranks during the 
Franco-German campaign, and in July, 
1871, 
he was attached to the depart- 


ment of military justice, under Col. 
Gaillard. M. Eymard had to organize 
the executions, prepare bandages for 
the eyes of condemned, and so on. He 
was deeply affected when he heard 
that Rossel was sentenced to death. 
That officer, who, like Dreyfus, had 
been a polytechnic man, M. Eymard 
knew at Metz before Bazaine's capitu- 
lation. 


Both M. Eymard and Rossel were 


among the officers who strongly pro- 
tested against the marshal's conduct. 
In August, 1871, when Lieut. Eymard 
returned to Paris, after having escaped 
from the prison of Coblentz, he heard 
that his old friend had thrown in his 
lot with the insurgents. In September, 
1871, the engineer officer was con- 
demned to death by a court martial, 
but the decision was quashed through 
an error in the procedure, and an- 
other trial took place in October. Ros- 
sel was again sentenced to capital 
punishment, and his appeal, although 
powerfully backed up, was rejected. 
M. Eymard frequently visited the pris- 
oner, and it was through him that Ros- 
sel was enabled to see his father for the 
last time. On November 27, 1871, Gen. 
Appert, who had become head of the 
military justice department.announced 
that Rossel was to be shot the follow- 
ing day with Ferre, a communist, and 
Sergt. Bourgeois, a regular soldier, 
who had gone over to the insurgents. 
The night before tbe execution M. 
Eymard saw Rossel, who said that he 
did not fear death, but he asked the 
lieutenant, as an old friend, to find out 
if the execution platoon was to be com- 
posed of engineers. "If so," added the 
condemned man, "for God's sake get 
me a potion which shall have the effect 
of stupefying me before I arrive on the 
ground, for I do not want to see the 
men whom I have commanded, my old 
companions inarms, fire at me." 


The lieutenant promised to carry out 


the commission, and on leaving the 
prison he ascertained that Rossel was 
to be shot by a platoon of engineers. 
Then he went with all haste to the 
house of a midwife in the Rue Notre 
Dame at Versailles, who gave him a 
prescription that was compounded at 
a chemist's in the Rue Gloche. Half of 
it had the effect of stupefying in twen- 
ty-five minutes, and in muoSi less time 
the whole of it, if taken, would produce 
the desired result. On the morning1 of 
November 28, 1871, M. Eymard went to 
the prison. Rossel wa.s engaged with 
the chaplain, Pastor Passa, and when 
the prayers were over the prisoner 
came out of his cell, escorted by the 
registrars, several army officers and a 
commissary of 
police, M. Clement, 


who is a well-known official in Paris. 
While shaking hands with the con- 
demned man M. Eymard managed to 
give htm the vial, which was small in 
size. Then, while all were descending 
the dark staircase, the lieutenant suc- 
ceeded in standing between the prison- 
er and a lantern carried by a warder, 
so that Rossel had time to swallow the 
narcotic unseen. When the prisoner 
handed back the little bottle the lieu- 
tenant trembled so much that he al- 
most let it fall, but, owing- to the tread 
of the footsteps, the noise was not 
heard. Rossel murmured "thanks" in 
a low tone, and on arriving at the 
place of execution M. Evmard had the 
satisfaction of seeing that the potion 
had done its work. When Command- 
ant d'Elloy lowered his sword as a sisr- 
nal for the volley Rossel was in a state 
of stupefaction, and had no cognizance 
of what was passing. It was the drug, 
therefore, which was the cause of his 
apparent pusillanimity in the presence 
of death.—Boston Herald. 


Snow Insect*.

On the glaciers of the Alps the snow 
species is to be found. They take up 
their abode under stones, and hide be- 
neath mushrooms and in damp, grassy 
spots. Often they leap together in the 
air, looking like a shower of sand. In 
the Wurtsboro case, they had probably 
come from some nearby stable or damp 
place.—Scientific American.

BEDSTEADS. 


Bcrlral of tlu Old-FMhloiud Hlfh Farted

The 
carved 
high-post bedsteads 


which in our grandmothers' times were 
so much thought of, and which even 
then cost a lot of money, are once more 
in favor, and bitter have been the re- 
jrrets of many a woman who only a few 
years ago disposed of those old lumber- 
ing bedsteads which were so much in 
the way, and which in some instances 
were chopped up for kindling-wood. 
These same bedsteads with their four 
beautiful carved posts are most effect- 
ive in our modern houses. With the 
canopy made of some of the rare fab- 
rics now in fashion, and with curtains 
draped up about the head-board, a 
room is furnished most effectively. In 
a country house these bedsteads with 
cretonne curtains look exceedingly 
well. 


At one time there was a great outcry 


as to the unhealthiness of bed-hang- 
ings, but it seems to have spent its 
force, and now it is again the fashion 
to use them. The brass bedsteads, and 
the enamelled bedsteads, as well, are 
all made with rod or frame to which 
the curtains may be attached. They are 
not allowed to haug down about the 
bed, 
but are drawn back and fastened 


at the head. Some of the new Empire 
beds have most wondrously beautiful 
silken hangings, which are so arranged 
that they can be drawn around the 
bed. It is a question of wonder to 
some people if, with these wonderful 
fashions of furnishing bedrooms, the 
old fashion will revive of receiving in- 
timate friends in the bedroom. It is to 
be hoped not, and scarcely to be 
feared, for, after all, the Americans 
seem to have a happy faculty of get- 
ting the best of everything, and not 
slavishly following old customs. 


In Russia some very remarkable bed- 


steads are to be seen. They are sur- 
rounded by iron screens which seem 
part and parcel of the bed itself. True 
the climate there is severe, but the 
sensation of being so absolutely shut 
into one's bed is not at all pleasant, 
and it is not to be wondered at that 
this style has not found its way over 
to this country. 


The cai-ted posts of the old ma- 


hogany and rosewood bedsteads are 
often rare specimens of wood-earving, 
and in many instances have been care- 
fully preserved and put *o far different 
uses than that for which they were 
originally designed. The low hallway 
of a very beautiful home in London is 
the admiration of all fortunate enough 
to see it. The four pillars which ap- 
parently support a ceiling of wondrous 
eastern stuff are neither more nor less 
than the posts of a bedstead, many, 
many years old. The carving is most 
beautiful, and it is difficult to believe 
it could have been preserved intact for 
so long a time. 


The iron bedsteads enamelled 
in 


white or colors, with brass ornaments 
or bedsteads entirely of brass, are very 
much the fashion at present. 
They 


have many points of advantage over 
their more clumsy wooden prototypes, 
and money can be saved and better re- 
sults attained, if one has to be eco- 
nomical in furnishing a house or apart- 
ment, by buying them, with odd bu- 
reaus and other articles necessary for 
the bedroom. They are much easier

Buffon's vanity was so very great 


that, when asked how many great men 
there were, he replied: "Five—New- 
ton, Bacon, Leibnitz, Montesquieu and 
myself." He was always in full dress 
when at work, and when walking in 
the garden was accompanied by a 
valet carrying powder and curling- 
tongs. 


After the death of Gibbon his diary 


was found, containing his private 
opinion and history of himself, in 
which he says: "I am the greatest his- 
torian that ever lived. No one can 
equal me in this direction," etc. 


Kuskin's letter to Alexander Mitch- 


ell, printed in "Arrows of the Chase," 
1881, 
is rather impressive: "What, in 


the devil's name, have you to do with 
either Mr. Disraeli or Mr. Gladstone? 
You are students at the university, and 
have no more business with politics 
than you have with rat-catching. Had 
you ever read ten words of mine 
(with 
understanding) 
you 
would 


have 
known 
that 
I 
care 
no 


more (either) for Mr. Disraeli or Mr. 
Gladstone than for two old bagpipes 
with the drones going by steam, bu£ I 
hate all liberalism as I do Beelzebub, 
and that, with Carlyle, Island, we two 
alone now in England, for God aud the 
queen." 


Take an author—when he asks yon 


for your criticism, he desires your 
praise. Possibly you remember the old 
bishop in "Gil Bias," who said to his 
nephew, "I'm getting old, and my ser- 
mons are not what they used to be," to 
which the boy (very foolishly) frankly 
admitted that there had been a falling 
off, 
whereupon the old bishop flew into 


a rage, exclaiming, "You lie, you dog; 
you know I write as well as I ever 
did." 


Among the French there is no lack 


of vanity. Who was more vain than 
Voltaire? In Victor Hugo's letter to 
Prince Bismarck he says: "The giant 
greets the giant; the foe, the foe; the 
friend, the friend. I hate thee furi- 
ously because them hast humbled 
France. 


"I love thee because I am greater 


than thou art. Thou wert silent when 
the bell in the tower of my fame struck 
my eightieth year. I speak when the 
stolen clock on thy writing table un- 
willingly announces to thee that thou 
hast entered the seventies. I am eighty. 
Nay, 
I am eight and thou art seven, 


and mankind is the cipher behind each 
of us. Were we allied as one man, his- 
tory would cease. Thou art the body, 
I am the soul; thou art the cloud, I am 
the lightning; thou art the might, I am 
the fame. Who is greater, victor or 
vanquished? 
Neither. 
The poet is 


greater than either, for he celebrates 
both." 


Balzac's vanity is revealed constant- 


ly in his letters. He used to say, 
"There are only three writers of the 
French language—Victor Hugo, The- 
ophile Gautier and myself." 


Wordsworth never read any poetry 


but his own, and talked constantly to 
himself, because he enjoyed talking to 
a man of sense. 


The egotism of Dickens is particu- 


larly prominent in his letters. He 
said: "I should not write at all if I 
were not the vainest man in the

The men are rougher and plainer, 


and, while both sexes gesticulate and 
are voluble enough, they possess as lit- 
tle of true Provencal effervescence as 
they do of Castilian 
courtesy and 


ch-Jrm. Good nature the women offer 
as apology for brains, but the middle 
and lower class male is frankly exe- 
crable. 


The very dialect he speaks 
and 


writes is so hideous to the sight and 
ear that there is fear of the foreigner 
approaching him with prejudice. Just 
BO suave and beautiful is the language 
of Cabtilc, composed of the most mu- 
sical vocables, and hardly less harmo- 
nious on the printed page than in the 
educated mouth, just so harsh and bar- 
baric is this dialect of Catalonia. 


It is not, I think, improbable that

ENTAILED JEWELS. 


They Have Conned Many Lawsuits Among 


Knslteh Nobility. 


England is the only country in the 


world where the nobility are in the 
habit of entailing- their jewels. Some 
of the great houses of the aristocracy, 
such as that of Cavendish, whose head 
is the duke of Devonshire; that of 
Bentinck, whose head is tho duke of 
Portland, and that o£ Lenox, whose 
chief is the duke of Richmond, possess 
superb collections of gems, almost 
priceless in value, and which have been 
in the families for hundreds of years. 


They cannot be sold or delivered 


from the head of the house, and even if 
they are pledged for loans, the person 
with whom they are pledged is forced 
by law to return them to the estate, 
even without payment of his loan, on 
the death of the peer or peeress who 
offered them as security for money ad- 
vanced. Moreover, like the entailed 
landed property, the heirloom jewels 
do not remain with the widow, but 
pass immediately to the successor in 
the title 


When young- Lord Dudley married 


the erstwhile shop girl, Rachel Gurney, 
a few years ago, hib still beautiful and 
young-looking mother, the widowed 
countess, had to surrender to her 
daughter-in-ln w most of tlie magnifi- 
centand world-famed jewels with which 
she had delighted to adorn her comely 
person during the twenty-five years of 
her married life.

Dur- 
ing tho last year 854,000,000 worth of 
these little pieces of paper were sold at 
the postoffice throughout the country. 
Fifty million dollars of thia output wae 
composed of ordinary postage stamps, 
and the remainder of stamps for news 
papers, periodicals, postage due stamps 
and special deliveries. A fact which 
strongly illustrates the growth of the 
postal service in this country is found in 
the official returns. The sale, of postage 
stamps has more than doubled in the 
last thirteen years, the total sales in 1881 
having been less than 826,000,000.

The big prices paid for cattle is owing 
to their scarcity. Two or three years 
ago the supply greatly exceeded the de- 
mand and the prices were at such low 
ebb that raising cattle was gradually 
discontinued except upon a limited scale 
Farmers and ranchmen sold their calves 
and the cattle were either bhipped out 
of the country or consumed by tho large 
packing houses. 
To-day farmers are 


awakening to a realization of the fact 
that thsre is scarcely any cattle in the 
country.

Anna has passed both houses, but has 
not yet been signed by the governor, for 
the reason, it is understood, that he con- 
siders the appropriation too small.

Representative Dudley's bill amending 
tho act regarding training schools for 
boys is also awaiting the governor's sig 
nature. 


Both houses have plenty of material 


on which to work for a long time to 
come. In the house there have been in 
troduced 747 bills; in the senate ;i99. Of 
the house bills but nine ha\e been 
passed by that body and sent to the 
senate. Of these ono is the libel bill. 
Another is the bill giving the mayor of 
Chicago a four-year term and making 
him ineligible for re-election. As the 
emergency clause has been stricken out, 
it is believed the bill will bo Buffered 
to lie where it is. The senate has 
been more expeditious. It has sent to 
the house fifty-six bills. Tho notorious 
Humphrey race track bill, to be Bent 
over, will make 
fifty-seven. 
Few of 


these relate to matters of general inter- 
est. The important measures already 
killed are the resolution looking to a 
constitutional convention, the bill pro- 
hibiting the use of railroad passes b\ 
members of tho general assembly, and 
the woman suffrage bills.
